Washington, November 10.—Con- 
sress will be asked by the treasury 
in the forthcoming short session 
either to repeal or to make clear pro- 
visions of the tax laws relating to 
publication of income tax returns, 

Although the publicity 
in the present law are to be left 
by Attorney General Stung for ju- 
dicial interpretation, the treasury, it 
was said tuday, feels that fhe reactivun 


xince the recen”. publication of returns 
has been of such a character as to 
sbow conclusively that the country 
is opposed to such publication. If 
a repeal of the provisiuns is uot pos- 
sthle then the treasury proposes that 
definite legislation be enacted to clar- 
ify the present law and avoid a repe 
tition of the recent controversy. 
Secretary Mellon's position with re- 
spect to publication of the returns 
Wos represented as unchanged and he 


‘will strongly favor a full repeal of 


the provisions which were included 
iu the last tax law. Mr. Mellon 
nid today he understood that bills 
would be-introduced early in the ses- 


rion looking to a repeal of the pub- 


icity sections. 


The reaction on the recent publica- 
tion of returns has been distinctiy 
vufavorable to a continuation of that 
poicy, according to treasury officials 
vho base their view on thousands of 
letters from taxpayers discussing the 
question. Many of the writers, not 
knowing the terms of the law, place: 
responsibility for publication of the 
figures on the treasury itself but the 
secretary safd that a great majority 
of the protests received confaired 
lezitimate arguments ugainst cont'n-

As to trading in futures on margin, the | 
chairiann of the federal trade commis- 
sion, following general’ investigation 
of the cotton trade ordered by congress 
declared that “A spirit of geenrosity 
and fairness pervades the cotton trade 
and causes it to stand out in marked 
contract with most other businesses,” 
and further remarked that the commis- 
sion was impressed with the unanimi- 
ty of opinion that the existing future 
contract is satisfactory. The _ fu- 
tures’ contract is used on the New 
York and the New Orleans Cotton ex- 
changes under the provisions of the 
United States futures act. 


The spot cotton firms and mills 


cannot safely operate without one fea- 


ture of 


cotton trading known as 
“hedging.” 


To the laymen this term 


|} may be descrihed as using a contract 


for future delivery as a hedge against 


| adverse effects of price fluctuations, 


or to fix a more or less permanent dif- 
ference or margin of profit or loss, on 
some other transaction. The other 
transaction, must have been of opposite 
character to that of the hedce. 


The spot @otton merchant, for in- 
stance, purchases spot cotton and then 
“hedges” by a temporary sale of fu- 
ture contracts, or a sale of spot cct- 
ton for deferred delivery may be 
hedged by a temporary purchase of 
future contracts. The mill. man may 
sell his goods for a later delivery, the 
transaction being protected by the 
mill man going into the _  (fu- 
tures market and purchasing a fu- 
tures contract. In like manner the 
piling up of unsold products in a bad 
market may be offset by the sale in 
the futures market of a like amount 
of the same kind of cotton. This sys- 
tem of hedging is the only protection 
the spot man and-the mill man have 
the loss on one side being offset by 
the gain on the other. 

The cotton ‘futures market, further, 
it has been found, is the~only agency 
that can stabilize the price of cotton. 
Sale and purchases and bids and asks 
bring about a mean price, and it is 
this price that the mill, the spot man 
and the farmer go by. During the 
war the exchanges were closed to the 
utter confusion of th> trade in gener- 
al. as no set price could be had. and 
there were many prices in many dif- 
ferent parts of the country for the 
staple.

was released under $5,000 bail.

Police court officials ordered him 
eld 48 hours while detectives from 
the Ohio city hastened here to take 
him into custody. ” 

Chin Jack Lem is a member of the 
TIip Sing tong. Police, prompted by 
whispering among On Leong tongmen, 
declared they had captured the ring 
lesder of the tong war and that with 
him behind bars peace among the 
tongs would become assured. 

ne On Leong story was that Chin 
Jack Lem once was president of their 
tong at Cleveland. Last July 1, in 
‘he language of an indictment the 
evand jury subsequently returned, he 
“.ilfully, maliciously, feloniously and 
orally threatened to kill one Wong 
Sing, treasurer*® of the Cleveland On 
feongs if he did not hand over to 
Cnin Jack Lem a tract of land in 
Ohio valued at $76.000.” 

This act earned Chin Jack Lem ex- 
oulsion from the On Leongs. He 
(iisappeared and later, it is explained, 
joined the Hip Sings, threw his 
financial resources to that tong and 
peeame its leader. War between Hip 
Sings and On Leongs broke out’ and 
quickly spread to all large cities east 
of Chicago. 

Hip Sings in Chinatown here de- 
cared today, however, that Chin 
Jack Lem was not the cause of the 
teng war. The responsibility lay, they 
snid, with another Chinese and his 
nide-de-camp, who were summoned 
trom China six months ago to con- 
duet the war on the On Leong side, 
were admitted by the immigration 
department under bond and now are 
“missing” to the authorities, but ac- 
iunllv hiding in Chinatown. according 
to Hip Sing chieftains.

Washington, November 10.—Those 


men who came back from the baptism 
of fire in France six years «go, heroes 
for a fleeting hour, have welted bact: 
into the mass of humanity from which 
they stood apart gloriously for a brief 
moment, aud are as completely out of 
the picture as if they had never per- 
formed feats that will make fire-side 
legend. Such is fame. 

In a thick book in the voluminous 
files of the war department their 
names can be found—those whose con- 
spicuous bravery brought recognition 
from their own government and otii- 
ers. The story of their gallantry is 
written there. But in the minds of 
their countrymen, only a hazy mem 
ory remains. 

Many Gone to Meet Buddies. 

For some, the path of glory has 
ended already in the grave. Six years 
ago, the name of Major Charles W. 
Whittlesey was on millions 
tongues; the hero of the “lost battel- 
ion,” “Go-to-hell-Whittlesey” who re- 
fused to surrender his command when 
it was cut off for five days without 
support in Argonne forest, under 
heavy fire from an almost overwhelm 
ing force of Germans. Melancholy, 
depressed, he jumped from a liner at 
sea, and has joined the ranks of those 
who lost their lives at his side in 
Argonne forest.

Those other heroes whose names 
were watchwords for a time have 
dropped from notice. Two of them are 
back on the farm, living quietly. 
Sergeant Alvin York, whe captured 
almost single-handed 120 Germans, ts 
back in Tennessee, living among his 
crops, just as if there had never been 
a war. and as if his name had never 
been blazoned in headlines of newsp?- 
pers all over the country. 
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Just across the line in Kentucky, 
at Devil’s Jump branch, in Breathitt 
‘county, another hero is living the 
quiet life of a farmer, among the 


mountains. Sergeant Willis Sandlin, 
perhaps, recalls of a rainy day how 
he felt that day at Bois de Forges, 
Franée, when he advanced alone on 
a German ‘machine gun nest, with 
the bullete flying all around, and 
hurled the grenade which tore into 
pieces the whole enemy crew which 
was holding up the advance. 

In the same state, at Lexington, 
lives Sergeant Samuel Woodfill, who 
was acclaimed the outstanding hero 
of the American forces, for his part 
in silencing three machine gun nests, 
‘one after the other. killing eleven men 
-and capturing others. Woodfill, un- 
like the ethers, has not given himself 
| wholly to the quiet life. Frequently

Coolidge 
has the djrect and decisive kind of

to it. Coolidge’s position in the conn- 
'try is such that any republican sena- 
‘tor or congressman will be glad to 
give adherence to the president as his 
justification for’ his own course. It 
‘is true that Cooliage will have little 
or no patronage with which to bribe 
his measures through congress, but 
i patronage is a far less dependable 
leverage than a clear mind and a firm 
course within the presidents own 
skull. 

As to the question whether La Fol- 
}lette and perhaps also Brookhart will 
be deprived of their prerogatives as 
republicans, the answer is probably 
yes. La Follette as a republican is 
the second man on the finance com- 
mittee which has charge of the tariff, 
and second man also on the inter- 
state commerce committee: that has 
charge of the railroads. The death 
or retirement of one man would make 
him chairman of one of these com- 
mittees. For that to happen, and for 
the republicans to give to the leader 
of an opposition party the control and 
direction of such important matters 
would be, on the part of the repub- 
licans, a most feeble and weak-mind- 
ed failure to live up to the responsi- 
bility of the mandate the country has 
given the party. It is hardly credible 
that it should happen. La Follette is 
the only senator who actually left the 
republicans formally to join another 
party. Brookhart was little short of 
doing so, but did not take the action 
formally, Brookhart’s committee po- 
sitions are relatively unimportant.

BUTLER OR YOUNG 
MAY SUCCEED LODGE. 

Boston, November 10.—Alihough i! 
was intimated today at the office of 
Governor Cox that no steps toward 
naming a successor to Senator Henry 
Cabot Lodge will be taken until after 
the funeral, set for Wednesday, the 
probable selection of the governor was 
under discussion in political circles. 
Under an act passed last year the 
governor has authority to fill the va- 
cancy in the senate until the next 
general election in the state, which 
will be in 1926. 

Those prominently mentioned in 
connection with the senate seat are 
William M. Butler, chairman of the 
republican national committee, and 
Benjamin Loring Young, speaker cf 
the house of representatives. Sup- 
porters of Mr. Butler urged his serv- 
ices to the party in the recent pres- 
idential campaign as giving him a 
claim. Speaker Young, on the other 
hand, stood aside from the contest for 
the senatorial nomination to oppose 

S. Senator David I. Walsh in the 
late election. 

Under the Massachusetts statute of 
last year, the governor may fill the 
vacancy upon “common knowledge” 
of a senator’s death. This ig construed 
as meaning that it would not be neces- 
sary for him.to await official notifi- 
cation from the clerk of the senate. 
Under the old law, amended by the 
present statute, a specia] election 
would have been necessary. ‘The 
amendment met spirited opposition 
on the part of the democrats when it 
was before the legislature.

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ViGiL OVER MAN 


Macon, Ga., November 10.—Wal- 
ter Anderson, of Montezuma, Ga., 
who was shot in the face and eyes 
by his townsman James W. McKen- 
zie in Fort Valley Sunday in a diffi- 
culty involving Mrs. McKenzie, was 
resting well at the clinic tonight 
and physicians were hopeful that 
would not lose one of his injured 
eyes. Mrs. McKenzie, beautiful young 
brunette, continued her bedside at- 
tention to the wounded man, and said 
that she was glad Anderson is im- 
proving. 

Although an operation had been 
planned today, physicians postponed 
any such action and announced that 
it probably would be two or three 
days before it could be carried out. 
His right eye will be removed, it is 
believed. Several pellets of shot were 
removed from his face this afternoon. 

McKenzie today demanded bail in 
Perry, Ga., where he is being held 
pending the result of his victim's 
wounds. Sheriff J. R. Chapman ap- 
pealed to Charles H. Garrett, solicitor 
general, who immediately began an 
investigation of the incidents leading 
up to the shooting Sunday afternoon. 
Until *"Anderson’s condition is deter- 
mined, the solicitor general said, bond 
will not be allowed except over his 
protest. 

Woman Only Witness. 

Mrs. McKenzie was the only eye- 
witness to the shooting. 

Anderson has been a mutual friend 
of both Mr. and Mrs. McKenzie for 
some time, and after the esirangement 
between the young married couple 
which resulted in Mrs. McKenzie 
filing suit for divorce, haa been the 
go-between in several efforts to recon- 
cile them, she said. Every such at- 
ee however, bas been unsuccese- 
u 

Neither of the principals in the 
shooting has had any comment to 
make except to describe the circum- | 
stances under which it happened, and 
the added statement bY McKenzie that 
Anderson has been treating him 
“rough.” 

Describes Shooting. 

Mrs. McKenzie says that she was 
informed that her husband left his 
home in Montezuma on Sunday for 
Fort Valley. When she and Ander- 
son welked from the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. George W. Matthews, McKen- 
zie Was waiting outside and had in 
his possession a sawed-off shotgun, 
she declared. 

“Hold on there @ minute,” Mrs. 
McKe: nzie says her busband shouted. 

“All right,” she says Anderson re- 
plied. “how are you, Bil)?’ 

Without any other words, Mrs. Me- 
Kenzie stated tonight, the two shots 
were fired. McKenzie held the gun 
in position and fired beth shots 
quickly, although he has but one arm. 

Although Mrs. McKenzie accompa- 
nied the wounded man to Macon and 
kept an all-night vigil at his bedside, 
and remainéd within earshot of Ander- 
son all day, she is “not in love with 
him, but merely a good friend,” she was 
quoted as having told friends. She 
explaimed her attentions to Anderson 
by the fact that she feels she is re- 
sponsible for his condition,

Education in the state is in a de- 
plorable condition, the governor said, 
not because boys and girls are not 
ready and willing to avail them- 
selves of educational advantages, but 
because these advantages simply do 
not exist, he declared. Thousands of 
studenis are turned away from high 
schools and colleges in Georgia each 
year because of the lack of adequate 
facilities, the governor said. 

Much larger state appropriations 
were suggested as the remedy for the 
situation. He also urged the establish- 
ment of good schools with adequate 
staffs of teachers in the country dis- 
tricts cf the state. ‘ 

Establishment of a state system of 
permanent highways would greatly 
aid realization of better school and 
health conditions, Governor Walker 
declared, by making neighbors and 
friends of people from different parts 
of the state and allowing’ inhabi- 
tants of less advanced _ sections to 
study and learn of the methods of 
their more fortunate neighbors. 

In speaking of the health condi- 
tions of the state, the governor de- 
clared the vitality and usefulness of 
the people of Georgia are lessened 
one-third by sickness and disease, 
two-thirds of which is absolutely 
unnecesstry and preventable. He 
urged establishment of better state 
health institutions by granting larger 
appropriations. In a recent tour of 
state institutions for the purpose of 
inspection, Governor Walker declar- 
ed he found as many as 20 persons 
sleeping in one little room, in which 
the only piece of furniture was one 


broken-armed rocking chair. 

“If this state is to even approxi- 
mate the ideals for which our fore- 
fathers stood and which they § de-'| 
fended with their lives, it will! 
have to double and even quadruple 
its appropriations for state institu- | 
tions,” he declared.

_#rom Wednesday afternoo i 
the end of the week it en atte 
for the g0vernment reports issued at 
11 o'clock on Saturday. In so far as 
the condition figures of 55.9 per cent 
and the crop estimate of 12,816,090 
bales are concerned it can not be 
said that either were much of a sur- 
prise. 

It is, however, somewhat difficu]t 
to reconcile the estimate of the yiela 
with the census figures, which show 
that 9,694,920 bales had been ginned 
up to the close of business on COcto- 
ber 31, To my mind these ginning 
returns indicate that the crop is 
larger than generally expected. If in 
this I am wrong then it must be true 
that this crop has been picked and 
ginned with exceptional - rapidity. 

But the fact that this has been 
said of nearly every crop markete 
since the government commenced to 
make these ginning reports does not 
seem to diminish confidence in the 
claim that this season is really an ex- 
ception and that about 75 ‘per cent 
of the total production was in bales 
on October 31. 

Should this be the fact the ginning 
hereafter will have to be so small 
that its effect can hardly fail to be 
bullish and it is plain that we are 
about at the crossing of the ways in 
so far as the season’s supply is con- 
cerned. 

But it is also plain that as a 
market influence the prospective de- 
mand is rapidly becoming more im- 
portant than the supply. Exports un 
to the end of the week were about 
324,000 bales in excess of last year. 
The indications are that they will 
continue to run ahead of 1923. 

Meantime a foreign 
shipments out of the crop of 1925- 
26 is developing and a considerahie 
trade in contracts for delivery in \c-

further. 

On the other hand it must be ad- 


mitted that it is no longer possible to 
figure out any scarcity for this »ea- 
son and the fact that New York is 
gradually attracting a certificated 
stock that may reach 200,000 bales is 
proof that the day of premiums on 
the near positions has passed, at 
least for the present. 

Taking it altogether the position 
is more satisfactory than it has been 
for years and with the improvement 
in the American textile industry that 
is expected as a result of the election 
stability at fair prices seems to be 
indicated as soon as the géwernment 
quite issuing its crop. reports § and 
leaves the trade free to draw its own 
conclusions in its own way.

Heavy profit-taking was eas@p absorbed 
though showing that there still is a won- 
derful demand for stocks. The rails hung 
back today but we still believe that they 
together with the coppers and oils will 
lead this market to higher prices.

_New York, November 10.—Heavy specula- 
tion and trade buying this morning, follow- 
ing the action of the market Saturday was 
sufficient to overcome lower cables and 
force prices up 40 to 60 points from which 
prices reacted, but they rallied again to 
new highs in the early afternoon. The bulk 
of the buying looked to be for large fro- 
fessional interests, mostly local, while 
the selling was scattered. Contracts were 
scarce most of the day. The basis for 
the buying and bulling the market was 
election optimism as reflected in other 
markets and a belief in some circles that 
the consequent prosperity would be felt by 
cotton mills to the extent that they will 
need all of our supply of cotton that is 
not exported. The general public as ap. 
parently reflected by commissien house or- 
ders today, are not yet ready to agree 
with the foregoing but may come in later 
and higher if the market demonstrates 
the correctness of the basis for today’s 
purchases.

New York, November 10.—Heavy specn- 
lative buying from the west and local 
quarters appeared in the market today 
while a gradual increase of trade buying 
was also apparent. The general expecta- 
tion of more prosperous times is being man- 
ifested by increasing number of buying or- 
ders coming in while hedge sales on ‘the 
advance today were noticeably lacking. 
News from dry goods centers was also more 
encouraging and some large sales were 
reported. Increasing inquiries for spot cot- 
ton also had a stimulating effect on 
values. Except for the more cheerfuai fee!- 
ing on the floor there weer no particularly 
important bullish figures or facts to ac- 
count for the advance. Exports for the Jay 
were 31,357 bales and for the season 2,-

Chicago, Novembé? 10.—Smashing

It is quite compatible with the character of the busi- 
ness of power and light companies that some factors common to all may 
be considered fairly, in a comparative way, and used for judging invest- 
ment values. The fact that the industry comes under regulation by state 
government bodies (which themselves are tending more to co-ordinated 
regulations) further provides means to this end. 

Any one, however, assuming to set down a combination of rules by 
which the soundness of any investment securities may infallibly be judged 
assumes more than the best brains in our banks and our investment houses 
have yet been willing to assume. It is utterly impossible to apply a 
stereotyped test to the varying factors which determine the strength of 
any class of investment securities. And here it may not be amiss to 
express the opinion that the investor’s most dependable source of specific 
investment advice is not found in so-called investor services, professional 
advisers, or in the advice columns some newspapers attempt. 

Perhaps it may seem a bit elementary here to touch on the character 
of the house from which securities are purchased, but this detail can hard- 
ly ever be over-emphasized. It is important when power and light securi- 
ties are involved for the very reason that the industry is a highly spe- 
cialized business and one in which only specialized bankers can be ex- 
pected to understand fully. It is advisable, often, to look one step be- 
yond the dealer from which power and light securities are being purchased 
—to look at the originating banker. 

The originating banker (the house which originally purchased and 
offered the securities) is in reality the representative of the investor. It 
is the duty of this house to assist the companies in creating sound se- 
curities. Its continuing business depends upon the reputation it estab- 
lishes for offering securities which the investor may safely purchase. The 
banking house with which the bonds in question originated should, there- 
fore, not only be known to possess integrity, ability and vision, but should 
be known to possess a practical and thorough knowledge of the power 
and light business; it should have a detailed knowledge of the business

Northern Pipe, Prairie Oil _and Gas, 
Southern Pipe, Standard Gils of In- 
diana, Kansas, New York, Nebraska 
and Ohio and Vacuum, the last named 
touching a new 1924 peak price at 7%.

The cities service company was originally created as a public utility 
holding company, but through ownership of gas-progucing “properties it 
subsequently acquired oi! lands. The oil business grew to such propor- 
tion that some investors became reluctant to take Cities Service securi- 
ties. Even those who liked the utility end of the business were afraid of 
the oil risk that was involved. 

To a certain extent the slump in the oil business during the last 
year and the boom in the utility business have tended to correct the pro- 
portions between the two lines. In 1920 oil represented 80 per cent of 
the Cities Service company’s gross earnings; at the present time it repre- 
sents only about 30. Nevertheless, as things stood, investors could not 
Satisfy their demands for purely a utility risk by choosing Cities Service 
holding company securities. Under the new plan they can. 

The Name of the New Company. 

The new company that will take over the various public utility com- 
panies, through a purchase of stock from the old or parent organization, 
will be called the Cities Service Power and Light company. Cities Ser- 
vice company will, of course, acquire substantially all of the stock of the 
new Cities Service Power and Light company and will retain its interest 
in oil and natural gas properties. Segregation of the two types of prop- 
erties is not complete, but it does make possible, through bonds of the 
new company, an investment in securities of the public utitity enterprises 
without involving an oil risk. 

Persons close to the situation make another interesting point. They 
Say that a return of prosperity in the oil industry might make possible 
advances from Cities Service company to Cities Service Power and Light 
company. The former could thus protect or increase its investment in 
the latter company. On the other hand, the parent company is restricted

RUN LONG 
DISTANCES 


New York, November 10.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Prospects that the 
Olympic rivalry between Paavo Nur- 
wi and Willie Riolta, famous Finnish 
runners, would be renewed here dur- 
ing the indoor season received a jolt 
today when it was learned that Nur- 
mi, during his forthcoming invasion, 
intends to limit his performances to 
half-mile and mile races instead of 
going the longer distances favored by 
Ritola. 

Ritola, who recently returned to 
this country and plans an indoor cam- 
paign which he had huped would give 
him a chance to compete against Nur- 
mi, is -at his best at distances of 
9,000 meters, or 3 miles. up. Nurmi 
has shown his ability to break rec- 
ords at distances of 1 to 7 miles, but 
over half-mile and mile routes he 
would eliminate Ritola as a rival and 
find American talent as his only op- 
position. 

Whether the feeling which, in Paris 
last summer was said to have existed 
between Nurmi and Ritola has had 
anything to do with the former's de- 
cision was not revealed in word re-
